Hi there, 


Our team were in Wisbech town centre on Monday and we got 
speaking to one of your Trustees, Anthony Mitchell. 


He though it would good for us to make contact with your 
organisation as he had never come across our charity before. 


We support the over 60’s and, or vulnerable people who have been a 
victim of crime, and, until recently victims of Domestic Abuse. Our 
charity receives direct referrals from Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
and referrals from other partner agencies. The Bobby Scheme 
provides and installs security devices to these peoples homes, offers 
advice (particularly around scam awareness) and reassurance. 


Approximately 50% of our funding comes from the office of the 
Police Crime Commissioner and like many other charities we need to 
find funding through other sources in order to be able to support all 
referrals. During the past 2 years we have visited 12 residents of Bar 
Hill. Each visit, (depending on what is installed), typically costs the 
Bobby Scheme £200. Therefore, my main reason of contact you is to 
ask if there is a funding pot from which | can apply? 


Alternatively, or as well as, this may be another option; | recently 
provided a price list of services we can provide to another 
organisation who wished to support identified non-victim residents. | 
wonder, if this something that would interest you in supporting any 
vulnerable residents Bar Hill may have?
